As the registers have not all been properly filled out and 
returned, it is impossible to give any statistics of attendance, 


etc., in this report. 

During the year I have endeavored to discharge faithfully 
the duties imposed upon me by law. I have visited nearly 
every school twice each term, and have sought to become 
familiar with the general condition of the schools and com- 
petency of the teachers. : 

In some of the schools there was a deplorable lack of order. 
If the teacher cannot keep the school room quiet and orderly, 
the school will not be a success. A teacher may pass 


a good examination and not keep a successful school because © 


of the lack of discipline. * 

_ Let prudential committees see that they get teachers who 
have a good reputation for keeping order; and having 
secured such teachers for the first term, retain them, if pos-

sible, for the rest of the year, provided ey give satisfac- 
tion in other respects also. 

There is another matter to which I wish to eal the atten- 
tion of the committees: the fact that all blanks of the sum- 
mary, on next the last page of the registers, must be filled 
out by the teacher of the last term. This report is incom- 
plete, because of the neglect on the part of some of the 
‘teachers to properly fill out the blanks. They are indispens- 
able to the superintendent in making out his state report. 

I am very glad to note that quite a number of the pruden- 
tial committees have purchased maps for their respective 
school rooms. 

I would urge committees, in hiring teachers, not to try to 
find a teacher who will teach for the least wages, but one 
who has had experience and can do something more than 
simply ask the questions as they are written in the text- 
books. A teacher should always teach a pupil the practical 
use of the rules, especially those of the arithmetic. 

One fault prevails quite generally: the too rapid advance- 
ment in the text-books. Many pupils are in the fourth and 
fifth readers, who should be in the second or third, and many 
in the back part of the arithmetic, who have not mastered 
the fundamental principles. The responsibility rests with 
both parents and teacher. Both should ask thoroughness 
rather than rapidity. 

As I cannot speak in such terms as I should like to of 
the teachers, I will not speak of any in particular; and for 
this reason this report is not what some of the teachers 
have reason to expect. 

The parents, in the several districts, know of the excellent 
progress made by their children without any especial men- 
tion being made of it here. 

In closing, let me urge upon parents and citizens the 
importance of taking and showing an interest in the schools. 
Visit them frequently, and encourage your children to give 
their whole attention to their studies. Impress upon their

minds the value of an education. See to it that they attend 
school regularly, and as a result you will be pleased to note 
the increased intelligence of them. ?
